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The  8,000  subscribers  of  KPFA  pay  the  salary  of  a  music  director  whose  job 
offers  one  of  the  more  enviable  challenges  in  American  music.  Such  a  director  has 
the  opportunity  to  enlarge  the  scope  of  radio  music  programming  in  unprecedented 
ways  and  with  revolutionary  results. 

The  present  music  director  feels  a  somewhat  messianic  conviction  that  KPFA 
should  not  only  further  the  musical  experience  of  its  subscribers  through  first-rate 
studio  recitals,  but  should  influence  the  musical  life  of  its  receiving  communities 
through  the  initiation  and  support  of  provocative  and  distinguished  public  concerts. 

The  truth  is  that  we  would  do  even  more  if  we  had  more  with  which  to  do. 
The  root  of  increased  activity  in  this  case  is  largely  monetary.  It  is  apparent  that 
8,000  subscribers  cannot  support  any  increased  activity  in  this  area  of  live  music 
programming.  Until  the  number  of  KPFA's  subscribers  has  substantially  increased, 
an  enlightened  patronage  would  seem  to  offer  the  immediate  hope  of  enlarging  the 
scope  of  our  live  music  activity  to  significant  proportions. 

Alexander  Fried  of  the  San  Francisco  Examiner  wrote  following  the  third  of 
our  Performer's  Choice  concerts:  ''KPFA  is  doing  important  creative  service  to 
local  music  in  its  Performer's  Choice  series."  In  the  Chronicle  of  the  same  day 
(June  8),  Alfred  Frankenstein  voiced  the  opinion  that  "a  similar  series  is  greatly 
to  be  hoped  for  next  season  for  these  concerts  have  been  among  the  most  stimulat- 
ing of  the  season." 

We  look  forward  to  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Performer's  Choice  concerts 
next  year  and  we  hope  to  establish  a  new  San  Francisco  studio  in  which  exciting 
music-making,  especially  in  the  realm  of  chamber  music,  can  take  place.  We  look 
forward  to  increased  opportunities  to  broadcast  challenging  recitals  and  concerts 
produced  by  others  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  region. 

You  can  be  a  vital  force  in  this  new  stage  of  KPFA's  musical  development. 
I  urge  you  to  give  me  an  immediate  indication  of  your  interest  in  finding  the  means 
and  ways  for  KPFA  to  extend  its  efforts  in   this  direction.
